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ASF denies backdown.

ustralian Soccer Federation 

chairman John Constantine 
strongly denied suggestions that the 
ASF had backed down over the issue 
of reducing the number of teams in 
the National League. 

Constantine said that 
contrary to media 
reports, the ASF had 
never planned to install 
a 10-team league by 
Next season. 

Constantine stated: 
“We never made a 
decision to reduce the 
number of clubs in the 
league.” 

The ASF board 
recommended a change 
to the constitutional 
Tequirement that the 
league consist of a 
minimum of 14 teams 
last June, fuelling 
speculation that it intended to axe 
some teams at the end of the season. 

But Constantine insisted: “The 
decision to remove the constitutional 
barrier enforcing a 14-team league 
was made because there was a 
possibility that some of the existing 
clubs might not be able to conform to 
our criteria. 

“People have put their own twist on 
that, but the board has never sat down 
to consider the issue of reducing the 
number of clubs in the league.” 


at the end of the season, the CCSL is 
likely to retain its current 14-team 
format.

Although the issue will be discussed * 


Constantine said: “It is important 
to have a strong league, and one way 
To improve it is to look at the number 
of participants. 

“But this subject has not been 
systematically examined, and we can’t 
make these decisions overnight. If we 
are going to adopt a 
change of format it 
will only be after 
fengthy discussion.” 

Australian Unity 
Soccer Players 
Association 
committee member 
Peter Gunning 
indicated the union 
may oppose the 
possible reduction of 
teams in the league 
when the issue is 
discussed at the end 
of the season. 

Gunning said: “If 
four clubs leave the 
league, 80 players will lose their jobs, 
or at least have their income 
restricted. 

“We would seek some sort of 
compensation, and we would need to 
be given reasonable justification for 
the change. 

“The Players’ Union is all for 
improving the economic viability of 
the game, but it has yet to be proven 
that reducing the number of teams to 
10 will provide those benefits.” 

Constantine affirmed that there was 
a strong chance a Perth team would 
join the competition next season. 

That would see either a 15-team 
league, or the relegation of one team,

Australians had reason to 
believe that on current 
indications they would 
never be represented in the 
CCSL.

Darwin will play also 
play friendly matches, 
theirs being against West 
Adelaide, to experience 
some real competition 
before the league begins. 

Despite their Australian 
connections, Marocchi 
said that Darwin and Perth 
wouldn’t be helping each 
other out too much. 

It is planned that 
visiting teams will play 
their two Australian away 
games on the same trip. 

The new Singapore 
League came about 
because Singapore didn’t 
want to join the Malaysian 
league at this stage. But 
eventually they hope to 
link up with the Malaysian 
pro-league, possibly along 
with teams from Indonesia 
and Bangkok, forming a 
formidably strong league 
between them. 

And if these plans come 
to fruition, ultimately it 
may emerge that Perth and 
Darwin have made a very 
astute move indeed.

Addressing a meeting of Wolves 
foundation members and Howlers 
Club members, the Australian 
Soccer Federation chief executive 
said there was no way their team 
would be relegated this season. 

It was generally felt that if a club 
was relegated this season it would 
come from Wollongong, 
Newcastle, Brisbane, Adelaide or 
Morwell. 

‘Sydney and Melbourne clubs had 
been “up for relegation” last 
season, 

Holmes said the ASF had never 
intended that there would be 
automatic relegation. He said clubs 
such as Wollongong were an asset 
to the Coca-Cola Soccer League, 

“Wollongong is a very stable 
club and fulfils its obligations in 
every way,” Holmes said. 

“They have a very fine stadium 
at Brandon Park and Wollongong 
is a vital part of the league.” 

Holmes told the Wollongong 
members he wants to introduce a 
contract system between clubs and 
the ASF. He explained that this 
would allow clubs to plan over a 
long-term and take a lot of pressure 
off club directors, 

“We have been concerned that 
clubs aren’t able to plan more than 
one season ahead for fear of 
relegation,” Hoimes said. 

“In the past we have seen clubs 
put off developing grounds in a bid

to buy a regular place in the league, 

“Wollongong has been one club 
which has got its priorities right. 

“They have never thrown money 
around to buy players at the 
expense of their ground and 
facilities, 

“Ifa club signs a contract with 
the ASF, they can’t be excluded 
just because they finish last. 

“The ASF would only be able 
to get rid of a club if it becomes 
guilty of a criminal offence or 
other such serious matters.” 

Holmes also outlined the 
continuing cost of backing our 
international teams — the Joeys, 
Young Socceroos, our Olympic 
squad and the senior squad. 

He said that support caused 
financial strain on the ASF but it 
was determined to continue the 
current backing. 

“Our current program has 
been successful in recent years, 
with our four teams more than 
justifying the money being spent 
‘on them,” Holmes said, 

“Australia’s current 
international standing proves 
that.” 


After the first 18 rounds 
Heidelberg had scored just twelve 
goals. Obradovic had scored five 
of that dozen, with the next best 
being former South Melbourne 
striker Michael Michalakopoulos, 
on a total of four. 


Michalakopoulos has lacked

In a fortnight when referees, 
especially from the Youth League, 
have been in the spotlight of 
controversy, another potentially 
entertaining game was marred by an 
almost continual flurry of bookings and 
whistle blowing. 

The many highlights in Sydney 
Olympic’s 2-2 draw with the AIS at 
Leichhardt were overshadowed by nine 
yellow cards and a send off. 

Institute’s Tommy Sermanni said 
after the game: "Over-zealous 
refereeing created tension in a match 
where there wasn’t one bad challenge”, 

A problem is certainly evident when 
players are being cautioned for 
objecting to free kicks awarded to their 
own team. 

Despite this, it was a highly 
entertaining display, and Sermanni said 
the first half was the best he had seen 
the AIS play since the new squad 
arrived. 

“We implemented the things we'd 
done in training,” he said. “We created 
several good chances but we must learn 
to be a bit more ruthless in our 


approach and finish them.” 


The Institute couldn’t have started 
much more ruthlessly, opening the 
scoring as early as the third minute. 

Sebastian Naglieri broke away on 
the halfway line, met one challenge, 
and beat his defender before running 
on and pushing his shot past Olympic 
keeper Steve Tolios. 

But Olympic were back on equal 
terms midway through the first half, 
when Grant Lee got on the end of a 
deep cross and chipped the ‘keeper 
from the far post. 

The AIS were in command once 
again when Hayden Foxe took a free 
kick and found Naglieri, who headed 
the ball back into the area. It fell at the 
feet of Johnathon Carter, who knocked 
ithome. 

Olympic almost scrambled back 
when Norman Tome, another Olympic 
player with first-grade experience, 
struck a powerful drive from a comer 
by Lee. 

But the Institute’s John Angelovski 
showed lightning reflexes to clear what 
appeared to be a certain goal. 

Olympic’s Jimmy Nikas, playing 
against a side he once represented, 
proved the Institute’s undoing. 

He made a clever play up the.centre 
before laying it off for the prolific John 
Buonavoglia to finish. 

The final 10 minutes of the match 
saw referee Simon Micallef award 
yellow cards to.Gerry Mamolis for 
Olympic, and Josip Simunic, Carter, 
Naglieri and Con Blatsis for the AIS, 
with Blatsis receiving his marching 
orders for his second card of the game. 

It was a disappointing finish to such 
an open and clean-fought game and 
highlights the desperate need for 
attention in this area,

Sydney United showed why they are 
the team to beat in the Northern 
Division this season, with their 4-1 
victory over third-placed Newcastle 
BHP Breakers, at Edenser Park on 
Sunday. 

The hot conditions contributed to a 
lacklustre first half which saw both 
teams unable to string more than a few 
passes together. 

United were virtually camped in the 
Newcastle half of the field for almost 
the entire second half, drawing a series 
of outstanding saves from Breakers’ 
keeper, Steven Angelov. 

This relentless pressure led to a Chad 
Gibson corner, and there was nothing 
Angeloy could do when Adam Moore 
Tose high to beat him to the ball, and 
head home the game’s opening goal. 

Just five minutes later, and against 
the run of play, Newcastle equalised 
when the skilfut Troy Haplin won the 
ball in midfield, and delivered a perfect 
pass for Clayton Zane to slam past 
Tony Franken in the United goal.

Wollongong City continued their 
habit of dropping points from winning 
positions in their 2-2 draw against 
Marconi Fairfield at Brandon Park last 
Friday. 

Wolves’ midfielder Chris 
Jankulovski had an outstanding game, 
and both of Wollongong’s goals came

The home side hit the lead in the

But so far, with a little 
help from one of the 
league’s toughest enforcers, 
Renaud has stood the test 
battle-hardened first-grade

international by coach and 
teammates. Goalkeeper 
Peter Gunning has no 
doubts about Renaud's 
talent. 

“Brendan has done an 
unbelieveable job since 
coming into the side,” says 
Gunning. 

“He is lucky enough to 
have been born with great 
engines, and a terrific desire 
to achieve and succeed at 
what he does. 

“He’s dynamite, and if he 
Stays injury free, I think 
Brendan’s got a great 
chance of making the team 
for the Atlanta Olympics.” 

Not that Renaud himself 
is interested in engaging in 
such speculation. 

“At the moment I just 
want to take it step by step, 
get known, and keep my 
head,” he says. 

“Tt was a shock the first 
time I saw myself on T.V., 
and if you start thinking 
about things like that you 
can end up doing silly things 
on the field. 

“But I’ve always grown 
up with tough coaches, who 
Tip into you when you do 
something wrong. 
Sometimes that hurts, but 
you end up a better player 
for it. 

“Brian Crews at North 
Rocks, and Allan Maher at 
Granville taught me a lot 
about discipline in my early 
years, and Bernie Duval, 
who coached me during the 
period when I played 
indoor soccer for Australia, 
had a huge impact on me.” 

Self-discipline and 
keeping his head are 
Renaud's specialities. One 
year ago he contemplated 
travelling to England to 
pursue a full-time soccer 
career, but settled instead 
for the security of a job 
learning the trade of a 

ter. 

“T thought about going 
overseas, and arranging a 
trial, but in the end the 
apprenticeship seemed 
safer,” says Renaud, a 
lifelong Liverpool and 
Kenny Dalglish fan, 

“t's important for me to 
have time away from 
soccer. Maybe guys like 
Marshall can live just for 
soccer, but for me there has 
to be a time for other 
things.” 

Renaud learnt the hard 
way that football is a 
dangerous obsession. He 
suffered a shattering blow 
when, for no apparent 
reason, he was dropped 
from the NSW Under 13 


squad. 

“Perhaps it was childish, 
but at the time I was 
devastated. I couldn’t work 
out why it had happened, [ 
thought, what’s wrong with 
me? What have I done? 

“Luckily my whole 
family rallied round, and my 
Dad really helped by telling 
me that there would always 
be people who would say I 
wasn’t good enough, and 
the thing was to go out and 
prove them wrong.” 

For the moment, Renaud 
is happy proving the 
doubters wrong at Melita 
Stadium, where he has 
impressed coach Rale Rasic, 

“Brendan’s attitude is the 
difference between him and 
other young players. He

also has incredible speed, 
and a great shot off both 
feet,” says Rasic. 

Renaud’s determination 
to improve himself has seen 
him mature as a player. A 
naturally left-footed player, 
he worked on his right foot 
until he could shoot off 
either side. 

He also keeps an eye out 
for the talents of his 
teammates; at the moment 
he is trying to copy the 
explosive speed of Gabriel 
Mendez, and is working on 
emulating the forward drive 
of Geoff Gunning, 

Renaud says he gets most 
pleasure from achieving the 
goals he sets himself, and 
that knack of turning 
ambitions into reality was 
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in evidence during the Cup 
final. 


The night before the game 
he told the team psychologist, 
Neil Watkins, he would score 
the next day. Five minutes 
from time, he fulfilled his own 
prophecy by spearing a 
header past Zeljko Kalac to 
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ensure the Cup went to 
Parramatta. 

Last Saturday Renaud 
achieved a personal ambition 
by playing against boyhood 
idol Paul Wade, in what was 
only his third full CCSL game. 

That capped a remarkable 
tise for a player who admits 
that one year ago he didn’t 
bother to watch first-grade 
games after the finish of his 
youth team matches. 

“That’s one of the 
problems with the way the 
game is promoted in this 
country,” Renaud comments. 

“Most people wouldn't 
know who the first graders 
are. A year ago I didn’t know 
who Aurelio Vidmar was. 

“T used to stay for 10

Dutch star Ruud Gullit inspired 
Sampdoria to a fine 6-2 home win over 
lowly Udinese to move his team four points 
of Italian league leaders AC Milan. 
High-scoring Sampdoria moved clear of 
a cautious Juventus, joint second before 
last Sunday's matches, after the Turin side 
dropped a point in a 0-0 draw away to 
struggling Reggiana. 
Sampdoria have 30 points and Juventus 
29, while reigning champions Milan are on 
34. 


Parma maintained their sparkling form 


with an exciting 2-1 away victory over 
Torino and moved into joint third spot with 
Juventus. 

Just behind them, Lazio snatched a last 
minute winner against the inconsistent 
Internazionale after having trailed for much 
of the game in Milan's imposing San Siro 
stadium. 

Inter’s 2-1 loss could mean the sack for 
coach Osvaldo Bagnoli, with newspapers 
speculating before the game that only a 
convincing win could save the trainer who 
has spent heavily to little avail this season. 

The 31-year-old Gullit, revitalised since 
his move from Milan, had a hand in 
Sampdoria’s first three goals. 

England captain David Platt scored the 
first after seven minutes when the 
Dutchman rose above the Udinese defence 
to head a cross down into Platt’s path. 

Vladimir Jugovic scored the second from 
a penalty 10 minutes later after Gullit had 
been brought down in the area, while a 
back-heel from the Dutchman set up the 
Serbian’s second and Sampdoria’s third in 
the 30th minute. 

Italian international Roberto Mancini 
made it 4-0 five minutes after the break and 
although Fausto Pizzi and Stefano Desideri 


narrowed the gap for a few hours earlier 
with a crushing 6-2 home win over lowly 
Udinese. 

Veteran Daniele Massaro put Milan 
ahead in the 11th minute after Montenegrin 
Dejan Savicevic shot against the post, 
leaving his fellow striker to slide the ball 
home. 

Italian international leftback Paolo 

Maldini made the game safe for Milan 
when he scored from close range in the 
77th minute after Roma goalkeeper 
Fabrizio Lorieri failed to hold a cross. 
But if Milan, going for its third 
successive league title, showed its cup 
defeat had not damaged its’ confidence, 
Sampdoria issued a warning it was not 
giving up the chase. 

Defender Gianluca Festa should have 
given Roma an early lead but he shot wide 
after just three minutes when Rossi could 
only parry a fierce shot from Alessio 
Scarchilli. 

But then Savicevic picked up the ball in 
midfield, advanced 20 metres and unleashed 
a powerful left-footed drive that crashed 
against the right-hand post. Massaro had 
the easiest of tasks in slotting the ball 
beyond Lorieri’s despairing dive. 


Ruud Gullit: inspired Sampdoria to a 6-2 victory 


halved Sampdoria’s lead with two goals in a 
five-minute spell, Udinese’s hopes were 
quickly dashed. 

Two minutes after Desideri’s 57th 
minute strike made it 4-2, Lorenzo 
Amoruso put Sampdoria 5-2 ahead and 
Mancini completed the scoring with 
Sampdoria’s sixth from the spot in the 68th 
minute. 

In Milan, Inter had gone ahead against 
Lazio with a spectacular effort from stocky 
Uruguayan striker Ruben Sosa, who 
volleyed home in the 26th minute. 

With three minutes to go that was how 
the score remained, but Lazio, playing 
without suspended England midfielder Paul 
Gascoigne, scored twice in the closing 
minutes to win. 

The first came after Croat striker Alen 
Boksic was brought down in the area and 
Lazio’s top scorer Giuseppe Signori sent 
goalkeeper Walter Zenga the wrong way 
with his spot kick. 

With the referee looking at his watch 
Fabrizio di Mauro made it 2-1 with a 
fiercely struck shot in injury time. 

Juventus, who have only won once away 
from home this season, were lucky to 
escape with a goalless draw from lowly 
Reggiana. 

‘The best chance fell to Reggiana striker 
Christian Lantignotti whose fiercely-struck 
shot skimmed the crossbar in the 64th 
minute.

AC Milan bounced back from a 
midweek defeat in the European Super Cup 
to tighten its grip on the Italian league 
championship with a determined 2-0 away 
win over AS Roma.

He 
got Mexico to the quarter- 
finals in 1986 and steered 
Costa Rica to the second 
round in Italy. 

‘The present task is even 
more immense, however. 
Not least because he has 
had to manage two entirely 
different teams. 

On the one hand is the 
squad of 20-plus players 
based at the World Cup 
training centre of Mission 
Viejo in California; on the 
other are the dozen 
Americans who earn their 
living in Europe.

LISTED FANS 


Soccer officials and Italy’s transport minister agreed on 
Measures to control fan violence on trains, following the death 
of aman who tried to escape hooligans two days earlier. 

Teams will have to provide lists of recognised fan clubs to 
the Italian Soccer Federation (ISF), which will pass the lists on 
to the Transport Ministry. 

Fans taking special trains to matches will be required to 
show a train ticket as well as a stadium ticket before boarding. 
Only approved clubs will be allowed to reserve the special 
trains, said ISF spokesman Stefano Balducci. 

The train tickets will include an extra charge to fund an 
insurance policy to cover damage to the state railroad, 

Much of the violence in Italy is associated with unruly 
skinheads, who often belong to organised clubs. The clubs are 
not sponsored by the teams, and the majority are peaceful. 

A 22-year-old man jumped to his death from a train last 
Sunday while trying to escape from unruly fans rampaging

UEFA CUP TO EXPAND 


European soccer’s governing body is planning to expand the 
UEFA Cup by including in. the 1995-96 preliminary rounds four 
teams from a close-season competition. 

UEFA said its club competitions committee would meet in 
Geneva on March 17 to discuss the qualifying standards for the 
four teams and how they were to be integrated into the 
preliminary rounds. 

The four teams will come from the International Football 
Cup (IFC), a tournament staged in Europe during the close 
season essentially to enable pools competitions to operate. 

Selected clubs are invited to take part in the IFC which is 
supported financially by Intertoto, a consortium of European 
pool promoters, 

The IFC not only ensures pools competitions can operate 
during the summer months, but also is a lucrative source of 
revenue to the clubs taking part.

“Nike hooligans” after his side lost a recent match 2-1 while 
Monaco’s respected coach Arsene Wenger blatantly called 
them “cheats”, 

Players from other clubs — plus a former. Marseille player 
— have been highly critical of Marseille’s attitude in recent 
matches. 

Alain Roche, a former Marseille defender said: “The way 
they played against Monaco was not normal. Some players 
went beyond the limit.” 

For the past few seasons Marseille’s reputation was built on 
an open, attacking brand of soccer that brought it five 
successive French League titles and victory in the European 
Cup Final last season.

Claude Le Roy, the first Frenchman to coach 
Malaysia's national soccer team, has been promised 
handsome rewards if he steers the team into the next 
Olympics, officials said.

In depressed areas like these, 
football evokes a passionate 
loyalty rarely found in happier 
circumstances.

Cities like Naples, Liverpool 
and Marseille have always loved 
their sporting heroes with an 
intensity akin to religious 
devotion. Bill Shankly, Diego 
Maradona and even Bernard 
Tapie were fcted like prophets 
able to lead a city’s population 
away from economic failure. 
But trophies no longer come to 
these passionate football 
hotbeds. Debt, scandal and poor 
form have put a stop to all that. 


Napoli are in a financial 
mess. The club owes debtors 
around $120 million and has 
only just paid players’ wages 
for last November. Their golden 
epoch between 1986 and 1990, 
the Maradona era, seems an 
eternity ago. 

After the Argentinian’s 
genius brought Napoli their first 
two championships and the 
UEFA Cup, Vittorio Dini, a 
philosophy lecturer at the 
University of Salerno, wrote: 
“Maradona is an artist of 
supreme genius but also 
someone who succeeded in 
arousing the Neapolitans’ sense 
of community. He has been the 
only true mayor of Naples in 
recent years.” 

Above all, Maradona gave 
back to the Neapolitans their 
sense of pride. Francesco de 
Luca, a journalist on Corriere 
dello Sport, said the club used to 
be the only area of life that 
seemed to function. 

“The success of the club in 
those years compensated a 
population suffering from an 
inferior quality of life in almost 
every respect,” he said. “The 
trophies had immense symbolic 
significance. The pitch was 
where Naples could compete 
and win against the rich north of 
Ttaly.” 

But today, while the social 
and economic problems have 
remained, the football team is 
no longer propping up the 
city’s sense of self-esteem. The

When the club played 
city rivals Everton in the 1989 
FA Cup final, ali fans chanted in 
unison: “Merseyside, 
Merseyside” during the national 
anthem. 

Liverpool writer Rogan 
Taylor believes the city is not 
really English at all. “Above all 
it is a Celtic city, the English

capital of [reland and Scotland. 
The influx of Irish immigrants 
in the 19th century more than 
doubled the population and 
created a unique place within 


England.” 
It was in 1959 that Bill 
Shankly, a charismatic 


Glaswegian football manager, 
took over Liverpool FC and 
tured it into a vivid expression 
of the area’s sense of identity. 
Before Shankly, Liverpool were 


passionately supported but won 
little. Shankly immediately fell 
in love with the supporters. 
“They are my kind of people — 
arrogant, cocky and proud,” he 
said. 

He created a team in their 
image and between 1959 and 
1974 Liverpool won three 
championships, two FA Cups 
and the UEFA Cup. Shankly 
was revered. Liverpool may 
have been a poor city, but it had

the best team in Europe. 
Shankly had sown the seeds for 
a period of success 
unprecedented in English club 
football. Liverpool went on to 
win another ten championships, 
two FA Cups and four 
European Champions’ Cup 
between 1974 and 1990. 

But now that triumphant 
cycle seems to have ended. 
Liverpool may be out of 
Europe for the second year 
running. They have not won the 
championship for three years, 
the longest barren spell for 
nearly three decades, and 
Graeme Souness has just left 
the club in a cloud of 
unpopularity. Rogan Taylor 
conforms that the city is 
suffering from the failure of its 
heroes: “The club made a city 
with so many difficulties, but so 
much pride, feel good about 
itself. Losing that has been a big 
loss.” 

Pride came to Marseille only

having to be swatlowed. Never 
had the area enjoyed such 
prestige as when Tapie’s 
celebrated squad beat AC Milan 
in the European Champions’ 
Cup final last May. “The city 
was touched,” says writer Alain 
Pecheral. "Even those who 
don’t care about football were 
moved.” 

Marseille needed a boost. Its 
economic problems had created 
something of a ghetto mentality, 
but by becoming the first French 
club fo win the Champions’ Cup, 
the Mediterranean had struck a 
blow against the city’s richer 
enemy in Paris, and thumbed its 
nose at the rest of France, which 
has often been hostile to the 
Marseillaise. 

Jean Lombardozzi, an 
Olympique Marseille spokesman, 
underlines the marginalisation felt 
by a city which feels offended by 
the Jack of effort by central 
government to halt social and 
economic decline. “I have even 
seen leaflets put out by young 
supporters saying that Marseille 
is not French,” Lombardozzi said. 
“To them, France is Paris.” 

If beating Milan was an 
assertion of the club’s power, 
there could be no greater 
humiliation to such a proud 
people as the bribes scandal 
implicating Marseille players and 
club president Tapie. 

A national embarrassment, the 
club is now in severe financial 
difficulties as a result of lost 
income and outstanding debts. 
Bui no one can doubt the 
psychological damage inflicted 
on the city. 
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
